l.uAT HE GOVERNMENT HAD ERRED IN PLACING TOO GREAT AN EMPHASIS ON INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT WITH TOO LITTLE THOUGHT OR EFFORT FOR THE AGRICULTURAL REQUIRE- 
MENTS OF THE POPULATION. THIS LED TO THE SHORTAGE OF WHEAT IN PARTICULAR, 
AND FOOD IN GENERAL. ADZHUEEY EMPHASIZED THAT MEMBERS OF THE SOVIET DIPLO- 
MATIC COMMUNITY IN THAILAND SHOULD MAKE CHEATER EFFORTS TO CONTACT THE LOCAL 
POPULATION TO LEARN MORE ABOUT THAILAND AND ITS PEOPLE. TUTS WOULD RESULT 
HI BE TTER AND MORE COMPHEIEJISIVE REPORTING ON LOCAL CONDITIONS. IT DOES 
NOT MATTER, HE STATED, THAT SOME CONTACTS MAY NOT AGREE WITH THE SOVIET 
POLITICAL PHILOSOPHY - THERE ARE MANY OTHER AREAS ON WHICH RAPPORT MAY BE 
BASED. TEE SOVIETS SHOULD LEARN MORE AEOUT THAILAND, BUT IT IS EQUALLY 
IMPORTANT FOR THE .THAI TO KNOW TEE SOVIETS BETTER. 
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
